SEISMOGRAPH RECORD. 

A further examination of the record on 
the seismograph of Mr, J. J. Shaw, at 
West Bromwich, shows that the present 
shock is by far the greatest recorded there 
in Mr. Shaw's twenty-five years’ ex 
perience. Japan is apparently on the 
fringe of the disturbance, the centre being 
probably at the foot of a steep declivity, 
one hundred miles east of Japan, where 
the ocean bed rapidly descends to a depth 
of four and a half miles—the deepest ocean 
bed in the world. 

The disturbance was so severe that the 
seismic waves arriving at West Bromwich, 


at 6.30 on Thursday evening, were 
sufficiently powerful to continue their 


course round the world, and after ee 
ing the circuit were again recorded on 
their second visit at 9.30. Those that set 
off from Japan in the opposite direction 
came in from the West at 7.45. Further 
small shocks were recorded during the 
night, with a rather larger one after 9 
| o'clock yesterday morning.

CHINESE SEIZED 

BY PANIC. | 

SWIFT END TO WAR 
IN MANCHURIA. 


GRAVE. DEVELOPMENT IN 
TIENTSIN.

SHANGHAI, SATuRDAY. 
APANESE troops entered Jehol 


City yesterday afternoon, accord- 
ing to Chinese sources. The Chinese 
troops had been demoralised by air 
attacks. 

At 10 a.m. in Tokyo nothing was 
know:. about the reported fall of 
Jehol City, and the report was 
doubted. 


Letter received last night stated 
that the Japanese forces: continued 
their advance yesterday and reached Ping- 
chuan, fifty miles east of Jehol City. 

Reports reaching Chinchow indicate that 
there is dissension among the members of 
the Chinese command, Generals Chang 
Tso-hsiang and Wan Fu-lin maintaining 
that further resistance in Jehol is useless, 
while Marshal Chang Hsueh-liang is in- 
sisting on the struggle being continued. 
Chang Tso-isiang and Wan Fu-lin are 
even reported to have left Jehol City with 
out permission and to be proceeding to 
Peking, while General Tang Yu-lin, the 
Chinese Commander-in-Chief at Jehol, is 
said to be wavering between fleeing or 
submitting to Manchukuo. 

The Chinese Government has instructed 
General Yu Hsueh-chung, commander of 
the Chinese garrison at Tientsin, to reject 
the demand of the Japanese that all the 
Chinese forces there should be withdrawn, 
says a message from Nanking. 

The demand is based technically on the 
Boxer Protocol of 1901, ...ereby China is 
not allowed to. station troops inside 
Tientsin. China, however, has always 
done so without any objection from the 
signatories. 

The rejection of the Japanese demand 
is expected to precipitate a very serious 
situation at Tientsin. 


GERMANY PREPARES 
FOR ELECTION. 


MORE ARRESTS OF THE

BERLIN, Friday. 

Great preparations are being made by 
the Nazis for the election on Sunday, and 
there was an impressive display of Nazi 
strength to-day when thousands of storm 
troopers marched through the streets of 
Berlin with bands and banners in the 
pouring rain. 

President von Hindenburg has written 
to the Cardirval Bishop of Breslau assuring 
him that he will do all he can to ensure 
that every citizen may freely exercise his 
vote on Sunday and to prevent excesses. 

Meanwhile, however, arrests of Com- 
munists in every part of Germany con- 
tinue. To-day the police discovered Ernst 
Thaelmann, the Hamburg Secialist, whom 
they had been searching for for two days, 
and arrested him in his Berlin flat. They 
also arrested Herr Victor Schiff, foreign 
news’ editor of the Socialist paper, 
Vorwaerts, and twenty other persons who 
are charged with plotting against the 
Government. The maximum penalty for 
this crime is death, 

In order to help to clear up the mystery 
of the Reichstag fire a reward of £1,000 
has been offered to any person able to 
supply the police with information regard- 
ing the crime, and photographs of the 
Dutch Communist, Marinus van de Lubbe, 
who is alleged to have admitted that he 
had helped to fire the building, were 
to-day issued by the police.

JUDGMENT FOR DOCTOR.

Annie (Lady) 
McFarland, the defendant, asserted’ that 
the will was not duly executed, that Miss 
Talbot did not know and approve its con- 
tents, and that at the time of its execution | 
Miss Talbot was not of sound mind, 
memory and understanding. 

Lady McFarland propounded an earlier | 
will of April, 1921, in favour of a brother, 
who had since died. She asked for 
administration of that will. 

When Dr. Deiter’s evidence was com- 
pleted counsel consulted with Lord Merri- 
vale in his private room, and the jury 
was discharged. 

Lord Merrivale said that,. after having 
heard the evidence, he unhesitatingly pro- 
nounced for the will propounded by Dr. 
Deiter. He added: “ I have not the least 
doubt that Miss Talbot intended to make 
this will of January, 1932; that she was 
resolute about it and understood it.’’

UNITED STATES’ CHANGE 
OF GOVERNMENT.

From Revter’s CORRESPONDENT, 
WASHINGTON, Friday. 


i, eres than 200,000 persons are ex- 
pected to witness the inaugural 
ceremonies to-merrow, when Mr. Franklin 
D. Roosevelt is sworn in as President of 
the United States. Vast throngs have 
gathered here in happy mood despite the 
ominous situation confronting the country. 

Senator Walsh’s death will give a 
gloomy touch to the proceedings, as the 
flag on the pediment directly above the 
inaugural stand is being flown at half- 
mast, and Mr. Roosevelt has cancelled his 
attendance at functions of a purely social 
character, including the inaugura! ball 
to-morrow evening. 

After being sworn in as the new Presi- 
dent Mr. Roosevelt will address by wire- 
less the largest audience in the shortest 
inaugural speéch ever made by an 
American President. Mr. Roosevelt’s 
audience will be the world, and the world 
passing through a period of great economic 
difficulties is looking to the new occupant 
of the White House for an inspiring call 
to action. 


AN ONEROUS TASK, 


Mr. Herbert Hoover, grey-headed after 
four gruelling years of crushing responsi- 
bilities, will then depart, a private 
citizen, for his home in California. 

The actual inaugural ceremony in itself 
is brief and solemn. Following. the 
swearing-in of the new Vice-President 
(Mr. John Garner, of Texas) im the 
Chamber of the Senate, the assemblage 
moves through the great marble Capitol 
building to the stately-colonnaded east 
front. There, over the imposing flight of 
stone steps, is the inaugural stand, while 
on each side and at the rear slopes down a 
wide expanse of seats for honoured guests. 

At the centre of the stand the Chief 
Justice of the United States, Mr. Charles 
Evans Hughes, in flowing black robes of 
office, receives the outgoing President and 
his successor. With his right hand up- 
raised, Mr. Roosevelt will be sworn into 
his high office by the Chief J ustice, 

‘“I do solemnly swear that I will faith- 
fully execute the office of President of the 
United States, and will, to the best of my 
ability, preserve, protect and defend the 
Constitution of the United States.” 


MIGHTY PROCESSION, 


Brief congratulations and the new 
President’s speech follow, and then the 
President, with a cavalry escort, will drive 
to the White House, a mile away down the 
broad tree-bordered Pennsylyania Avenue. 
for luncheon, after which he will view 
the inaugural parade, 

Thousands strong and the most spec- 
tacular pageant. of America’s Government, 
the parade forms up at the Capitol 
immediately after the President concludes 
his address. Massed in columns of eight, 
it moves slowly along Pennsylvania Avenue 
from the Capitol, with bands blaring and 
banners unfurled. 

Behind General Pershing, the Grand 
Marshal, there will be four divisions— 
first, representatives of the armed forces 
of the nation; then the Democratic 
National Committee and the eovernors of 
many of the States, with parties of their 
fellow-officials; behind the national com- 
mander of the American Legion will march 
veterans of the Civil War, the Spanish- 
American War, the Indian Wars, and the 
World War, as well as members of military 
orders and fraternal organisations—a 
company with uniforms of dazzling and 
fantastic colours; and enthusiastic repre- 
sentatives of Democratic political clubs 
and various other civil organisations will 
be massed in the fourth division. 

The ceremonies conclude with the time- 
honoured fireworks display at the White 
House and the inaugural ball. . 


BANKING CRISIS, 


A special session of the new Congress 
will apparently be called early this month. 
Presumably this means that emergency 
legislation to deal with the present grave 
banking crisis in the United States is to 
be passed. 

Thirty States have now taken action of 
some kind to prevent the unrestricted 
withdrawal of deposits from the banks. 
Georgia, New Mexico and Wisconsin 
joined the movement to-day, but New 
York State, contrary to rumours circulated 
in Europe, has not taken restrictive 
action. 

American money—under armed escort in 
many cases—is pouring into Canadian 
hanks as a result of the uneasiness in the 
United States. The result of this ap- 
parently-increased American confidence in 
the pound sterling and the Canadian dol- 
lar was a rise to-day in the value of both 
the pound and the Canadian dollar on the 
New York Exchange. 

American visitors in Rome had their 
cheques refused when they tried to cash 
them to-day. Many, as a result, found 
serious difficulty in obtaining meney.

SITUATION. 


The Times to-day, in concluding a lead- 
ing article, entitled ‘‘ Germany Polls .To- 
morrow,’’ says:—There cannot, of course, 
be the slightest. doubt that the present: 
Government intend to remain in office 
whatever the result of the election, and to 
that extent the consultation of the people 
is a farce, The figures of the voting, how- 
ever, will have considerable importance. 
There may well be a certain number of 
abstentions among Socialists and Com- 
munists, but the actual process of voting 
will probably be, more or less, normally 
carried out. The marking of the ballot 
paper is secret, and the counting is effected 
by bodies made up of all the political 
parties. So far as is known, there is not 
likely to be any, tampering with it. 


Communist vote shows an increase on its 
previous total of six millions. In some 
quarters it is held that the ranks of the 
Moderate Opposition are being depleted, 
and those of the extremists of the Left 
swollen, as might naturally happen when 
the Government of the country has swung 
so far to the Right. On the other hand, 
there is a widespread suspicion in 
Germany that, if Herr Hitler does not 
get a clear majority on the total poll to- 
morrow, he will annul the Communist 
votes, and proscribe their party. By declar- 
ing them illegal, he might gain a majority 
of the votes legally cast. Since this is 
known, it seems possible that Communists 
may find it more éxpedient to throw in 
their votes with those of the Socialists. In 
any case, Herr Hitler seems anxious to 
reserve the appearance of constitutional 
orm, and he is understood to have given 
President Hindenburg a pledge to this

The receipts for the opening weeks of the present year give little hope 


of any immediate improvement. 


They show, according to the Chairman,

The Chairman, in moving the adoption 
of the report and statement of accounts, 
said: We meet in circumstances so de- 
pressing that I feel the less I dwell on 
them the better, so will confine myself 
mainly to a statement of facts—(1) I will 
set out the exact position of the railway 
company as it exists to-day; (2) I will 
explain how the policy of meeting road 
competition has been developed and what 
the result has been; (á) I will refer to 
legislation which has been outlined by the 
Government and what we hope to achieve 
with its aid. 

The gross receipts for the year are 
£3,172,461, as compared with £3,617,148 
for the previous year, showing a decrease 
of £444.687. The expenditure was 
£2,767,708, as compared with £2,991,836 
for 1931, showing a decrease of £224,128. 
The net income for the year is £520,705. 
To this sum must be added £2,149 brought 
in froin 1931, leaving the whole amount to 
be dealt with £522,854. After deducting 
£477,859, which includes debenture 
interest and fixed charges, there remains 
a surplus of £44,995. 

The figures quoted make the payment of 


a dividend on the Preferred and Ordinary 
shares an impossibility. The sum avail- 
able is insufficient even to pay the full 
dividend due on the Guaranteed Prefer- 
ence—which is cumulative—and_ the 
directors, therefore, recommend that the 
payment of any of the cumulative dividend

THE RAILWAY WORLD. 


The conditions existing in the railway 
world have been so bad during the past 
year that, notwithstanding all the efforts 
that were made by your directors and 
officers to reduce expenditure, it was found 
utterly impossible to cope with the un- 
precedented fall in receipts. It would be 
idle to recapitulate here the various 
causes which led to this chaotic state of 
affairs, which could not be foreseen ; but it 
will be within your memory that when we 
last met I pointed out that if remedial 
legislation was not introduced the posi- 
tion of the railways, as it then was, would 
soon become impossible.

The stagnation in trade—tore particu- 
larly as it affected live-stoclk and farm 
produce—from which the farmers ol the 
Free State have suffered so heavily, had 
disastrous effects on the railways, coming, 
as it did, at a time when they were 
struggling for their very existence, han- 
dicapped by the adverse conditions to 
which I have already referred. 

Official trade returns of imports and 
exports for 1952 relating to the commodi- 
ties which form a large proportion of our 
normal goods traffic—bacon, fresh meat, 
flour and other mill-stuffs, farm produce, 
live-stuck, coal; cement, etc.—show a de- 
cline in volume and value of 26 per cent.

SUBSTANTIAL SAVINGS. 


The gross expenditure in 1932 was 
£2,767 ,708, compared with £2,991,836 in 
19351. This shows a further drop of 
£224,128 and is a remarkable achieve. 
ment in view of the very substantial and 
cumulative savings which have been made 
in previous years. I have stated that the 
loss in receipts is due to causes beyond our 
control, and it will be clear from the 
figures submitted that Debenture interest | 
could not have’ been paid out of the 
revenue earned in 1932, unless these 
further large decreases in departmental 
expenditure had been secured.

In 
face of these figures it can be fairly con- 
tended that no board of directors or 
experts—and no alternative system’ of 
management—could have produced better 
results. 


MAINTENANCE 
RENEWALS. 


With regard to allegations that have 
been put forward in some quarters to the 
effect that economies have been made by 
neglecting to adequately maintain the 
permanent way, the fact is there are no 
arrears of maintenance or renewals on the 
main lines, the first consideration of the 
directors having always been to ensure the 
safety of the travelling public. 

On some unimportant and © remote 
sections of the system and on certain 
branches—which the company was obliged 
to take over under the amalgamation 
scheme—the rails are about due for re- 
newal, but, even if unlimited funds were 
available, it would not be deemed prudent 
to spend many thousands of pounds on 
the upkeep of lines which’ are not only 
in themselves unremunerative, but are to 
a considerable extent a drain on the 
hnances of the company. 

During the past year 104 miles of track 
were re-laid with entirely new rails, and 
a further 95 miles were re-laid with sound 
rails released from the singling of tee 
line, with new sleepers and sole plates. 
In addition, 173.miles of line were re- 
sleepered. Economies. have been secured 
wherever possible by substituting national 
current for small generating plants, steam- 
pumping plants, and for lighting pur- 
poses. 


THE DRUMM BATTERY. 


The total train miles worked by our 
locomotives during the year 1932 were 
8,674,265 miles, compared with 9,195,015 
miles for the year 1931—showing a de- 
crease of 520,752 miles. This decrease 
has been secured by the withdrawal of un- 
remunerative services, and has resulted in 
a saving in coal consumption amounting 
to 18,224 tons of coal, in addition to other 
economies. Thirty-five new boilers, built 
at our Inchicore works, have been fitted 
to locomotives. 

The two Drumm trains have been com- 
pleted, and 20 new buses have been built 
for our Í.O.C. services. Following my 
favourable reference to the Drumm Bat- 
tery trains at the last annual meeting, I 
am glad.to be able to report that subse- 
quent developments have been  satisfac- 
tory. The last Drumm train, which was 
put into service last September, completed 
19,091 miles by the end of the year, at an 
average cost of 10.24 pence per mile for 
operation and maintenance.

ACCUSED MAN’S SECOND 
SENTENCE.

Samuel O’Shaugnessy, Nelson street, and 
James Jones, Synge street, clerical employés 
of the Alliance and Dublin Consumers’ Gas 
Company, who were convicted of having con- 
spired to defraud the.r employers by falsify- 
ing the books and dockets of the company, 
and of the larceny of quantities of coke from 
their premises in Pearse street, were brought 
up for sentence. 

O'Shaughnessy was ordered to be im- 
prisoned for six months, with hard labour, 
and Jones for fifteen months, with hard 
labour. 

Judge Davitt said that O'Shaughnessy al- 
ready had served six months, with hard 
labour, on a similar charge. He had appealed 
and the sentence was upheld. It was un- 
fortunate for the prisoner that all his opera- 
tions had not been discovered when he was on 
trial on the last occasion, when all the 
offences could have been dealt with in the one 
indictment. - 


he was mainly responsible for those swindles, 
which were clever, and for a certain period 
had been successful. Jones, by application to 
his work in the course of seventeen years, 
had had his salary increased from 15s. a week 
to £4 10s.

MAN WHO ALLEGED A

THE QUESTION OF 
ARBITRATION.

CÓow servi his evidence before the 


Civil Service Commission, at Govern: 
ment Buildings, Dublin, aith 
Major D. N. Brunicardi, of the Institution 
of Professional Civil Servants, declared that 
civil servants were unanimous as to the form 
of arbitration required. 

Replying to Professor W. Magennis, a 
member of the Commission, Major Brunicardi 
said that his body took it for granted that 
arbitration was possible. } 

Professor Magennis—You took it for 
granted because it is possible in England. 
You overlooked the fact that England has 
no written Constitution. 

Asked by Professor Magennis what would 
be their attitude if the Minister for Finance 
promised a concession which was nullified 
by the Constitution, Major Brunicardi said 
that they ‘‘ would have to put up with it.” 

‘*You cannot make a board whose decision 
is binding on the Executive Council,” re- 
marked Professor Magennis, ‘‘ unless you 
make a complete revolution.” . 

In reply to Senator Johnson, Major Bruni- 
cardi. said that it was understood by the 
‘service that any possible arbitration must 
accordance with the hmits 
imposed by the Constitution, 


MINISTER WITH OPEN MIND. 


Further evidence was then given by Mr, 
H. P.. Boland, Assistant Secretary to the 
Department of Finance, who explained that 
he was not giving the views of the Minister, 
as the latter was keeping an open mind. 

Mr. Boland said that ‘here was never a 
question settled with regard to pay and 
conditions in the Civil Service without the 
personal approval of the Minister, and no 
promotion ever occurred without his written 
sanction. ‘It is quite. wrong,” he adc:d, 
“to imagine that there has been a state of 
grievance in the service in this regard.”’ 

With regard to compulsory arbitration, Mr. 
Boland declared that it would not be possible. 
It was true to say that the grievances of 
the staff were mainly on pay. It would be 
impossible to submit superannuation to arbi- 


tration, as superannuation was fixed by 
statute. 

The Commission adjourned until Thursday 
next. ‘
